Charlton E. Myers, a Marion 
attorney, also condemned failure 
of 
parents 
to 
discipline 
school 
youngsters. And he scorned a t­ 
tem pts to concentrate educational 
efforts on gifted children, and on 
science 
and 
mathematics 
pro­ 
grams. 
Organized s c h o o l activities, 
Myers told the board Monday, 
“ are sapping the energy and si­ 
phoning off the attention of many 
students. As a result, many stud­ 
ents are too tired or too excited 
to concentrate upon their studies.” 
He said there has been some re­ 
duction in night basketball games 
during the week as a result of a 
board resolution. But, he added, 
“ I have never heard any serious 
suggestion that the total number 
of games be reduced ” 
Myers said former Harvard Uni­ 
versity president Dr. Jam es B. 
Conant recently expressed concern 
about football teams in junior high 
schools but he “ would be even 
more amazed were he to look at 
some elem entary schools.’’ 
As for school bands, Myers said, 
they are frequently kept out all 
night and “calls are made f o r 
their services that dare not always 
be denied. A ‘good cause ^ seems 
to justify almost anything.” 
He said blame for overemphasis 
on extracurricular activities lies 
squarely with parents and conv 
triunities who demand them, not 
with educators or school boards. 
“ Until we discipline ourselves to 
distinguish between learning and 
fun.” Myers asserted, “we will 
continue to send to good teachers, 
in expensive 
buildings, children 
who are too tued and distracted 
to benefit.”

Washington.

thereupon will m ake a beeline for the prime 
source. 
Back 
home, 
taxpayers 
who have 
been 
deciding whether or not to support this or 
that school levy will quit 
supporting 
all 
school levies They will let Washington pay 
the freight 
They will shift all responsibility 
to Uncle Sugar. 
Their school officials will spend half their 
time commuting to and from Washington, 


soaping up the people who will render the 
make-or-break decisions It will be the sam e 
way it has been with highways and housing 
since Washington got into the picture 
Before a stuttering school board m em ber 
can say to a federal bureaucrat in the edu­ 
cational pump-room, “ G-g-g-give us another 
m-m-m-million” , the Potomac spenders will 
have run short of money, just as they are 
running short at the highway pump and al­ 
ways have been short at the housing pump. 


MORE TAXES then will be sweated out of 
the people who have the wherewithal to pay 
taxes They will be stuck for the total cost 
of education in the United States. It will be 
minority support for a majority's respon­

The surest way to take the zip out of edu­ 
cation would be to make everybody trot down 
to the District of Columbia to plead 
for 
money. The surest way to keep the zip in it 
is to m ake everybody keep trotting from 
door to door to plead for support at the polls. 
It isn’t that America can’t afford to pay as 
much to educate its children as it pays for 
lollipops It's only that some Americans are 
obsessed with the scheme to shift respon­ 
sibility to Washington and then not pay any­ 
thing at all if they can wiggle out of their 
federal taxes 


But Lind I lio Right Name! 


One of the most interesting proposals that 
will be put before Congress this year is for 
a proposed “ peace corps” of young Amer­ 
icans to help underdeveloped countries. These 
peo p le would serve abroad at nominal pay 
to put into effect the spirit and theory of 
the foreign aid program wherever manpower 
was needed. They would augment and in 
some places replace older Americans 
now 
doing similar work. 
This project would be separate from anoth­ 
er proposal also slated to come before Con­ 
gress for a revival of the Civilian Conserva­ 
tion Corps inside the United States, to pro­ 
vide useful work for young men unable to 
find employment in private industry.

anyhow instead of spending all of 
it? 
What encouragement can there 
be for the development of a formu­ 
la to solve the nation’s economic 
ills when today — as in the 1930s— 
there is such conspicuous indiffer­ 
ence to the problems of the heavy- 
goods industries? 
Tem porary measures in N e w 
Deal days failed for seven consecu­ 
tive years to bring the unemploy­ 
m ent figures below eight million, 
as leaf-raking and other crackpot 
schemes were adopted while the 
heavy-goods 
industries were not 
able to begin their important task 
of job creation until the second 
World War started. 
Not a single sentence in the re­ 
port issued by Prof. Samuelson 
of Massachussets Institute of Tech­ 
nology discusses the all-important 
subject of tax allowances on de­ 
preciation which, if adjusted on a 
replacement-value basis, would do 
so much to renovate and modernize 
America's plants, and create mil­ 
lions of new jobs. 
It is estimated that $96 billion 
is 
required 
to 
replace 
obsolete 
equipment in American industry 
over the next several years. 
Toward the end of the report is 
a rather significant confession that 
a solution for the wage-price spiral 
is really vital. The report says: 
"It is important though to realize 
that 
there 
are 
some 
problems 
that fiscal 
and monetary policy 
cannot themselves come to grips 
with. Thus, if there is indeed a 
tendency for prices and wages to 
rise long before we reach high 
employment, neither monetary nor 
fiscal policy can be used to the 
degree necessary to promote de­ 
sired growth. 
“ What then may be needed are 
new 
approaches to the problem 
of productivity, wages and price 
formation. Will not it be possible 
to bring government influence to 
bear on this vital m atter without 
invoking direct controls on wages 
and prices? Neither labor nor m an­ 
agement nor the c o n f in e r can 
gain from an increase in price 
tags. Just as we pioneered in the 
1920s in creating potent monetary 
mechanisms and in the 1930s in 


forging the tools of effective fiscal 
policy, so m ay it be necessary in 
the 
1960s 
to meet 
head-on 
the 
problem of a price creep. This is 
a challenge to mixed economies 
all over the free world and is not 
to be met by government alone ” 


HIGH - SOUNDING statem ents 
like the above are often heard but 
nothing 
concrete 
is 
ever 
done 
about the wage-price problem. Gov­ 
ernment controls could only wors­ 
en the situation and bring on a con­ 
trolled economy. 
What is needed is some task 
force to get at the reasons why big 
I a b o r-union monopolies a r e as 
shortsighted as the steel union w as 
in 1959 in forcing a strike and in­ 
creased wage benefits at a tim e 
when 
the workers were getting 
very high incomes and when the 
economy, to use Prof. Sam uelson’s 
phrase, was “ tired and sluggish ” 
On the whole, the Samuelson re ­ 
port is not as radical as might 
have been expected from politi­ 
cally motivated economists. 
But 
the document is noted for the con­ 
tradictions. It warns against “ a 
massive program of hastily d e ­ 
vised public works whose prim ary 
purpose is merely that of m aking 
jobs and getting money pumped 
into the economy.” 
Then it turns around and advo­ 
cates “ expansions and 
accelera­ 
tions in expenditure program s that 
are desirable for their own sake ” 
The politicians on Capitol Hill 
usually interpret what is desirable 
for their own sake in their own con­ 
gressional 
districts. 
Included 
in 
these proposals is a sizable item 
for teachers’ salaries. Adding it all 
up, it might mean the biggest defi­ 
cit in peacetime. 


HERE'S ONE LESSON which has 
yet to be learned by the theorists 
It’s that a “ planned econom y” will 
not overcome the hard facts of a 
free market and that, if America 
refuses to tackle its wage-price 
problem, 
none of the 
remedial 
measures being suggested in the 
Samuelson report will help this 
country out of its recession. 
When the American people final­ 
ly demand “ pitiless publicity” and 
a thoroughgoing exposure of the 
misuse of power by big labor un­ 
ions, acting sometimes in collabora­ 
tion with timid or complacent m a n ­ 
agement. there will begin to be a 
clue to what wrecked the A m eri­ 
can economy in 1959 and I960 and 
what set off the chain reaction 
which is now increasing the unem ­ 
ployment figure 
For until some stability In price* 
can be achieved and plants can 
be 
modernized 
on 
an 
efficient 
basis so as to permit cost reduc­ 
tion and a downward revision of 
prices in many products, there isn't 
much hope for a cure to the re­ 
curring recessions in A m erica 
Of what good, for instance, are 
low mortgage rates and easy in­ 
stallment term s if the house costs 
too much?

large extent the President's eyes 
and ears. 
He was more than that He not 
only was a buffer between the 
President and the press to a de­ 
gree unmatched in this century., 
he was also Eisenhower’s mouth­ 
piece. 
But he was no blabbermouth. 
He never got his devotion to news 
mixed up with his loyalty to Ei­ 
senhower. He never said anything 
to em barrass his boss. He didn’t 
m ake slips 
Hagerty was a m aster of two 
things which a lot of press rela­ 
tions men never learn: 
He paid 
attention to details and informed 
himself on problems he had to 
handle 
Seem simple’ It’s amazing how 
many people in Washington don't 
do either, 
In tune Hagerty became Eisen­ 
hower’s scout, a kind of private 
emissary, who went ahead of the 
President when he planned a trip 
abroad and arranged for his safe­ 
ty and convenience.
